^Iflglng again, the Audience took up 
ihe words of "Nearer, My God, to 
Thee, and through Its four stanzas 
tho impressive song .if promise* rolled 
and .i3?ended to tho height* of the 
great auditorium as If in benediction.

Washington. June 17.—Speaker Can¬ 
non spent some time at tliK ^*1iRc 
House to-night with President Roose¬ 
velt conferring on legislative matters 
The Speaker said regarding the ad¬ 
journment programme that he expects 
Congress will close up business and get 
away from Washington by July 1.

This 
In ail probability will be done unless 
the House decides to adjourn out of 
respect to the memory of Representa¬ 
tive Lester, of Georgia, who died yes¬ 
terday. 

Members of the House Commit lee on 
Agriculture, Including Representative 
Adams. of Wisconsin, assisted by sev¬ 
eral officials of the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture. devoted some time to-day to 
discussion of various features of the 
amendment proposed by the House 
Committee to which the President has 
pointed out his objections. There is 
to be a meeting of the full committee 
to-morrow nnd an effort Is being made 
to agree on some ground of modification 
of the objectionable features so as to 
facilitate action on the measure. Mr 
Adams, who was at the White House 
Friday and was made acquainted with 
the President’s views, explained them 
In detail to his colleagues on the com¬ 
mittee to-day.

Col. Robert Hales Ive* Goddard, a 
wealthy cotton manufacturer nnd a 
life-long Republican, lias formally an¬ 
nounced bis candidacy for the Senate 
In op|Mi*ltlon to the Aldrich dynasty. 
He has the supiajrt of a coalition of In¬ 
dependents and Iknnocrat*. and his 
canvass Is being conducted by methods 
of direct appeal to the people, a nov¬ 
elty In Rhode Island. 

Aldrich himself has the g<*od fortune 
to escape the Immediate brunt of the 
attack. The seat vVhlch I* to l»e filled 
by the next Senatorial election I* that 
now held by George Peabody Wet more, 
who lives a few' months at Newport 
every year, but spends most of hi* time 
w'hen not In Washington, either In New 
York or Europ**. He Is regnrded as 
"the rubber stamp" of hi* colleague, 
nnd rhe movement In defeat him Is 
aimed less at him personally than at 
Senator Aldrich. 

The movement was started among 
the people, and Col. Goddard was nom¬ 
inated by a convention called express¬ 
ly for that purpose. He was formally 
notified of the nomination, and hta 
regular letter of acceptance was pub¬ 
lished yesterday, in It he declare* 
that thc*e can be no hope for any re¬ 
formation In Rhode Island politics un¬ 
til machine control la thrust aside. A 
campaign committee has been organ¬ 
ised, composed of leading Republican* 
and D^ynocrats. and it will go system¬ 
atically to w*ork lo sec that only such 
periv>na as will pledge themselves to 
vote for Col. Goddard shall be nom¬ 
inated for the Legislature on the In¬ 
dependent and r*emocratlc ticket.

Perkins 
has 740 and Cummins 710. ^wlth con¬ 
testing Cummins’ delegations.

American dealers contemplating the 
building up of a trade in American leaf 
tobacco in China, appealed lo Consul 


G#«rge E Anderson, at Amnv. for sich 
Information as he poie^iuH Consul 
Anderson In response writes that al- 
read> a considerable business Is done 
In foreign leaf In china, Shsngh.il. 
atane Importing 9130,000 of this com¬ 
modity last year, hut this was mostly 
for tho consumption of foreigners The 
real Chinese trade has not hern reach¬ 
ed. When it I* considered that the 
same port Imported through the cus¬ 
toms alone $1,200,000 worth of prepared 
native leaf and more than $990,000 of 
Utiha(idled native leaf, with probably 
a similar or oven greater amount of 
•*arh Ixnported through the Mkln route*. 
It can be *e«n that the real tnbnrro 
trade in China Is enormous. Rut the 
greater part of the tobacco consump¬ 
tion get* Into no trade reports for the 
leaf Is produced, «*ured and consutoed 
on the farms or consumed by the men, 
women and children of the nearby vil¬ 
lages Thus. American tobacco. If press¬ 
ed In china, would necessarily compete 
with the cheap native tobseco and th- 
comblnattana of foreign mmp'inl**. 

It is probable that only a light Amer¬ 
ican leaf could he sold In China and 
that mostly for blending Must foreign 
prepared tobacco is too strong fob th*'

ROYAL FAMILY STARTS TRIP. 


Host on, Mas*.. June 17.—I Special.]— 
A1 Lucan, a museum performer, whose 
special stunt I* swallowing nails, l* 
recovering at the City * Hospital from 
the effect* of having thirty-six three- 
inch nail* In hi* stomach and next of 
having them removed by surgery. 

L*gan would have been all right and 
swallowed nail* Indefinitely If on* of 
the nail* had not become stuck In the 
duodenum. The nail held hack all 
newcomer* and finally l»gan hnd thre^ 
doxon of them, about an even pound In 
weight, caught In hi* interior. He suf¬ 
fered terribly, and Dr. Antonin pero- 
hertis was called. He found that t>>- 
gan had been a nail awallower. *n he 
hustled him to the <ity Hospital, where 
Dr. Nichols operated. IiOgan I* ex¬ 
pected to recover In about a month. 
Dr. I>eroberti» thus describe* the case: 

"I was notified by Ixuren’s landlady 
that he waa terribly sick. I went to 
hi* room and made a superficial exam¬ 
ination. He had unmistakable symp¬ 
tom* of appendicitis. Beside* Intense 
pain, he had a high fever. 1 had him 
removed to the CRy Hospital. \Vhen 
Dr. Nichols and I questioned him, he 
admitted having swallowed a number 
of nails as a part of a turn he was 
doing* nt vaudeville theaters and mu¬ 
seums. The operation of laparotomy 
was performed. The nail* were all 
lodged In the duodenum, a canal at th* 
beginning of the Intestines. They' 
would have passed through the inte*- . 
tines had not on* of them stuck and [ 
held the others back. Many of thej 
nails were dls«*oiored. showing that 
they had been tn Logan’s Interior for 
several month* If the operation had 
not beeti performed he would have 
died within two days.”

All over the 
country’ hie* the flag of Norway—a 
white-bordered blue cross on a field of 
red—testifying to the fealty of the peo¬ 
ple. 

One hear* tales that the Radical Re¬ 
publicans object to the new monarchy’. 
They Insist on calling Haakon "Mr. 
King.’ but undoubtedly the great ma¬ 
jority genuinely welcome the now* or¬ 
der of things with reaw-Akened patri¬ 
otism. which promises greater and 
finer accomplishments by the whole 
nation.

Honors For Royalty. 

King Haakon, Queen Maud and 
Crown Prince Ulaf are continuing their 
Journey northward along the coast. To¬ 
day was spent In the vicinity of Mold, 
where their majesties were given a 
banquet to-night. To-rnty bogan with 
a demonstration by the fisher fleet at 
Aalesund. Ninety steamers, fifty motor 
motor boats and scores upon scores of 
small craft participated. The royal 
yacht Helndal at first steamed through 
the fleet and was wildly cheered, and 
then the fleet turned In two, tone col¬ 
umn* and steamed up the fiord, the 
Helndal leading The families of the 
fishermen filled the boats. The crowd 
afloat numbered $.(KW. At the conclus¬ 
ion of the parade all the vessel* passed 
In review before the Helndal. King 
Haakon expressed his pleasure at the 
honor conferred upon him and at the 
pteturesqueness of the marine parade. 

The royal family will journey to 
Chrtstlansund to-morrow*. They' will 
be the gue*ts of the municipality ut a 
State diner. Trodjhem will be reached 
Tuesday evening

William will visit King Haakon In July* 
has been received with great satlsfac- 
tlon. It will be the first visit of a 
foretgn ruler to the re-established king¬ 
dom. and therefore strongly appeal* to 
the people.

His discourse wns of his usual 
rambling kind, nt tin*** punctuated 
with rhetorical flights and also •bound¬ 
ing |n humor, lie held up President 
Roosevelt and W J Bryan as the men 
of the world with peertes* character*.

President, but that "things are now' 
ripe for Bryan to succeed him, as we 
need nryan In our business"

Loi|i*v|IJ* may become a convention 
city within the next few years. Al¬ 
ready plans are on font for securing 
the next national political convention 
of either the Democratic or Republican 
party lading business men of Lou¬ 
isville are exerting themselves to that 
end and the movement I* considered on. 
Railroad officials have been consulted 
with the last few days, nnd all havo* 
given their encouragement. It Is ex¬ 
pected that the movement will he taken 
up by one of the commercial organiza¬ 
tion* of Louisville and pushed to a 
Fuccesaful conclusion. The excellent 
manner in which Ihe Armory accommo¬ 
dated the host* of Home-coming visit¬ 
ors has fired those promoting th» 
scheme for a national convention hi 
Ijoulsville to redoubled efforts, and it it 
believed that with the proper influence 
brought to bear Louisville can be mad s 
to loom up prominently among tht can¬ 
didate* for one «»r ihe other of the big 
national conventions. 

Heretofore little effort has been mada 
by Louisville men iqjMk’itr* » national 
convention in liOUisville. due to the ' 
fact that there was no place aultablq 
tn which to hold such a convention. 
About two years ago Gen. John Ik 
Cattleman Invited to Louiavllle a num¬ 
ber of CHI cage men with a view to *e- 
. urlng their g^operatlon in an effort 
to secure for Louisville a notional con¬ 
vention of either the Democratic or 
Republican party. During their stay 
In Louisville theae men were entertain¬ 
ed by Gen. Cattleman at the Pcnden- 
nl* Club. After looking over the 
ground and sounding the people, the 
Chicago men came to the conclusion 
that there waa iu> liaee suitable In 
Louiavllle for holding *uoh a conven¬ 
tion, and the matter whs allowed to 
drop. Since ttien the erection of the 
Armory ha* destroyed the main objec¬ 
tion to Louisville aa a convention city. 
It U considered an Ideal place for tho 
accommodation of the thousand* who 
attend every national convention of lh*i 
leading political parties, the ground 
floor space being second to none in the 
country. There are no pillars to ob¬ 
struct the view, the Armory having 
been constructed like a huge suapen* 
etan bridge.

"i feel that t^»ulsvilte. as a cnndte 
date for mte of the next big p<HIRc**$ 
conventions, has mi excellent chance,’* 
said Mr. fteelbnch last night. "It may 
seem s little early to begin agitation of 
the movement, bt. land* had lw<j 
of these conventions, and will huid 1 ^ 
he considered a third time with louflf* 
vllle in th* field. 1 have been talking 
the matter quietly among some of tlm 
leading meh of L>ui*vilie for s >i;t» 
time, hut 1 now feel that tho time haa 
arrived f«r n concerted effort, Th*';« 
ha* hen no definate step taken a* yet* 
further*lhan thnt I have consulted with 
a number of the railroad magnates^ 
The railroads arc an Importnot factor 
to be considered when one g<»e» after 
a National Convention, and the fact 
that I Have received enemiragenieug 
from them mean* a great deal.

MESSAGE FROM J. H. CHOATE. 


Barbourville. Ky.. June 16.—(Special.] 
—After attempting to carry out un al¬ 
leged th made when he was re¬ 
leased Lore tin- penitentiary to kill 
Levi Bays as soon as he could reach 
him. General Williams was shot and 
killed In Whitley county yesterday by 
deputy sheriffs, who were attempting 
to arrest hltn. A young man named 
Lawson, who was with Williams, was 
also killed ln tho general fight which 
followed the attempted arrest. 

General Williams was released from 
the penitentiary only a few days ago 
ufter serving ten years on conviction 
of the charge of criminal assault. He 
Is said to have announced that hla 
first act. after leaving th^ prison, would 
be to kill John Williams, at Corbin, and 
Wesley Bays, the futhcr, and Levi 
Bays, the brother of the girl whom it 
Is alleged he assaulted. Upon making 
this declaration It was thought he was 
Insane, and an Inquest was held at 
Frankfort, but the jury found tl^t he 

was sane and he was allowed to leave.

Immediately Secures Gun. 


London. June 17.—A dinner was given 
at th? Hotel Cecil to-night In honor of 
Ellen Terry. The 200 guests Included 
persons prominent In the theatrical 
world. Winston Churchill, during the 
course of a brilliant eulogy of Miss 
Terry’s genius, raid he considered It a 
great loss that Great Britain had no 
national theater. Miss Terry replied to 
Mr. Churchill's remarks and to other 
speeches of homage, and after thank¬ 
ing all persons concerned In the testi¬ 
monial to her. both In Europe and 
America, said she believed the over¬ 
whelming testimony of affection and 
homage she had received was due 
greatly to the Intention of the public 
to honor Sir Henry Irving and herself 
together. 

A message from Joseph H. Choate 
was read which expressed best wishes 
on behalf of America, and stated that 
Mlyt Terry's Interesting and brilliant 
career would always be cherished In 
the memory of *U American lovers of 
dramatic art. 

It was announced that the total sum 
realised for the Terry jubilee fund, In¬ 
cluding the receipts of the benefit per¬ 
formances at Drury Line and sub¬ 
scriptions raised In America, amounts 
to $43,920.

He was vice president of the 
Louisville Board of Trade and chair¬ 
man of the great Flood Relief Com¬ 
mittee and chairman of the Cyclone 
Relief Committee in IBM. 

Mr. Rolph during his absence has 
kept ln touch with the business affairs 
of Louisville and few rejoice more than 
be In the rapid progress that now char¬ 
acterises Its business Interests. He is 
of the opinion that now is the time 
for Louisville to take advantage of the 
greatest opportunity In Its history to 
become a leading manufacturing and 
mercantile city.

Sam 
Lewis, a deputy sheriff, and J. N. John¬ 
son. who was sworn in as u special 
deputy, started with a warrant for the 
arrest of Williams and Lawson. They 
overtook tho two near the* Whitley 
county line. A general fight followed 
and w'hen the smoke cleared away. 
Williams and Lawson were dtad. 


MASSACRE FEARED. 

Outbreak At Bialystok Part of De¬ 
liberate Plan. 

London. June 18.—The Dally Tele¬ 
graph this morning prints a telegram, 
dated Sunday afternoon, from Helsing¬ 
fors, signed by M. Vinaycr and four 
other Jewish members of the Russian 
Parliament. The telegram says: "The 
outbreak at Bialystok clearly was tho 
beginning of an organised massacre, 
similar to the bloody October days. 
Only energetic intervention can prevent 
a terrible catastrophe. Peril is Immi¬ 
nent. Appeal to all Influences to help 
us." 


Dead Premier Lies In State. 

Wilmington, N. Z., June 17.—The 
steamer Owsley Orange, bearing the 
body of Premier Seddons, who died on 
board the vessel .shortly after it loft 
Sydney. June 10. for New Zealand, ar¬ 
rived here at 11 o'clock Saturday night. 
Despite the lateness of the hour, thou¬ 
sands of persons were ut the wharf 
and witnessed the landing of the c »s- 
ket. To-day the body lay In state In 
the Parliament building. The funeral 
will take place here next Thursday.

Rioting At Warsaw. 

Warsaw, June 17.—A band of terror¬ 
ists this morning held up a mail wagon, 
killed the driver and his horses and 
two soldiers and plundered the malls 
and escaped. 

At 9 o’clock this evening five terror¬ 
ists shot a police officer and his wife 
while they were walking in the street, 
and escaped. 

The Jew's of Warsaw are uneasy, but 
at present there Is no Indication of an 
an t l-Jew lab outbreak. 

Floods and Drouth. 

Pekin, June 17.—While the northern 
portion of the province of Chi LI Is 
suffering from the most severe drouth 
since 1900 the southern extremity Is ex¬ 
periencing serious floods caused, by 
heavy rains. The Hankow Pekin roll- 
way for thirty miles and several small¬ 
er stretches of the line below Shorn In 
Fu have been destroyed and trnffV has 
ben suspended since Inst Friday Some 
week* will bo required to repair the 
line. 


In answer to the question as to what 
has made Pennsylvania the groat 
manufacturing State of the Union and 
w hy Philadelphia also has grown great 
In this line. Mr. Rolph said: 

"That is certainly a pertinent ques¬ 
tion and I think I can answer It easily. 
It does look strange tna: Philadelphia, 
containing one-sixtieth of the popula¬ 
tion of the United States, should fur¬ 
nish one-twentieth of tho manufactured 
products turned out ln the United 
Stales. The Pennsylvania tax system 
has been largely responsible for this 
great growth In manufacturing Indus¬ 
tries. aside from Its great mineral and 
wealth of natural resources. In Phila¬ 
delphia the greatest facility has been 
offered to every' manufacturer and 
trader and by Us system of taxation, 
which Is reasonable and fair, being ll .Vi 
on the $1,000 valuation of real estate. 

• "The fact that the parties who had 
controlled the municipal affairs of Phil¬ 
adelphia for years had It lu their minds 
to Increase the tax rate from 11.50 to 
$1.85 or $2.15 on real estate, caused the 
people, largely the taxpayers, to rise 
In their midst, and did more than any¬ 
thing else to oust the gang from power. 
Tills has been lost sight of. however, 
lu the devious ways of politics. When 
tihe merchant and taxpayer woke up in 
Philadelphia one fine morning and 
found the possibility of his taxes be¬ 
ing raised, though they had been much 
less than In New York, Boston. Chicago 
and orher large cities, and almost onc- 
half the rale now in Louisville, they 
thought It was time for a general 
house-cleaning and they went at It In 
a hurry.

"We have In Philadelphia what Is 
known as the license law for taxing 
manufacturers, wholesale and retail 
merchants on their yearly sale*, and 1 
hope thnt It will be the case In Louis¬ 
ville in a short time. VVV have a Hat 
rate of $2.50 from retail merchants and 
$,T50 for wholesale dealers. To that fl.it 
rate must be added $1 per $1,000 worth 
of goods sold by retailers and fifty 
cents per $1,000 for goods sold by 
wholesalers and manufacturers. All 
personal property Is eliminated from | 
taxation, and retail merchants, whole¬ 
sale merchants and manufacturers aim. . 
ply pay on sales. . _ i 

"While It might be asserted that I 
there seems an Inequality between the 
retail and wholesale merchants in the 
schedule, yet It should be borne in 
mind that the retailer’s percentage of 
profits is relatively larger than the 
profits of the wholesaler. Prior to tne 
operation of the present license kwv. 
we bad a system of taxation somewhat 
similar to the Kentucky law—that Is, to 
assess |>epsonally as far as stocks of 
goods are concerned. The results of the 
law' showed, aside from the attempt to 
evade the law In every possible way. 

• nd there Is no question but that per¬ 
jury was committed Iri a vast number 
of cases, that they got under that sys¬ 
tem less than one-half the revenue that 
Is received under the present system. 
The collection of taxes under the license 
system does not cost more than one- 
half that It did under the old law. 

• • • 

Says City Would Grow Faster. 

"As a Home-comer. I am delighted 
at the evidences of prosperity a* shown 
by the modern Louisville, and I do not 
hesitate to say that with all the Im¬ 
provement of the last few years In 
Loiitsvllle. it would have been vastly 
more had the Pennsylvania system of 
taxation been In vogue here in Ken¬ 
tucky. Louisville people are apt to make 
a mistake with their yard stick, so to 
speak, ns measuring one Industry 
against another. Thus the small manu¬ 
facturer and dealer believes he Is sac¬ 
rificed to the larger, which 1 think Is 
a tremendous mistake. The yard wick ; 
Louisville should use In measuring her- | 
self Is that of such cities as Cleveland, 
Pittsburg and other large cities, and 
not Took at home but abroad. She has 
reached thnt point where she Is not a 
village, but a cosmopolitan city. 

"As everyone knows, nothing Is so 
sensitive as capital. While there is a 
tremendous Impetus In expansion all 
over the country, there Is going to 
come a time unmistakably, when cities 
that possess the attributes of low tax¬ 
ation will be singled out by capital, 
and others will fall to the rear. It be¬ 
hooves Louisville to be keenly alive 
at the present time for this Is an emer¬ 
gency period for her. 1 am for Louis¬ 
ville first. 1 a st and all the time. I take 
as much pride In her upbuilding as any 
resident does/' _

June 1C—The upward 
movement In the New York stork market 
culminated this week and a rather sharp 
decline followed, tho week's record of 
actlvo Issues showing that seventy-five 
declined, seven Advanced and three re¬ 
mained steady. The professionals appar¬ 
ently despaired of attracting public buying 
• ml switched their position from the hull 
to the bear side. Combined with the luke¬ 
warmness of the public for Investment 
and speculation in New York were pessi¬ 
mistic crop reports, fears of more strin¬ 
gent rates for money and political unrest 
In Russia. At this season of the year 
crops hold the center of the stage and 
markets are susceptible to every reported 
change In their condition. While the Gov¬ 
ernment report on the condition of the 
grain crop# as of June 1 was regarded as 
encouraging and was used as a lever to 
.advance prices of storks, another report i 
'by the Weather Bureau, which dealt with 
conditions a week later and made a less 
promising showing, was used to depress 
prices. Apprehension Is expressed over 
the small bank' reserves In \l©w of the 
near approach of tho crop-moving period. 
The digestion of new securities Is retarded 
by the unsatisfactory money situation. 
Speculation In real estate la absorbing a 
great deal of money and Is a source of 
uneasiness to shrewd observers.

The Constitution, In drawing distinc¬ 
tions among the executive, legislative 
and judicial branches of tho Govern¬ 
ment, emphasize* its purpose of keep¬ 
ing them absolutely Independent of 
each other. The framers of the docu¬ 
ment thus Intended, among other 
things, to prevent a situation wherein 
the Government In all Its branches 
should be under the domination of the 
same Influence or Influences. It tvna 
by making each department keep 
“hands off' the others that they hoped 
to render Impossible any such grave 
contingency. Many a President ha* 
been so deeply concerned In certain 
public policies a* to confer whh mem¬ 
bers of the Congress concerning them 
or to bring pressure to bear on them 
In favor of those policies. While there 
may arise times when the earnest In 
terest and activity of a President can 
be explained and excused because of 
the critical nature of the questions in¬ 
volved. such a practice is to be con¬ 
demned ordinarily. It can be con¬ 
strued In no other way than as a cir¬ 
cumvention of the constitutional pro¬ 
visions. It presents plainly and un¬ 
mistakably the spectacle of an Execu¬ 
tive meddling with the powers of fhe 
legislative department- The letter 
writing, the conferences, the criticisms 
and the arguments now passing be 
tween Mr. Roosevelt and members of 
the Congress are to be deplored.

These are 
exerting themselves to circulate the 
worst that has been stated about Amer¬ 
ican meat products in order to diminish 
the demand for them. It may be an 
exaggeration to say that the Presi¬ 
dent's message and accompanying doc¬ 
uments have damaged our foreign meat 
trade to the amount of $150,000,000 a 
year, but they have certainly had a de¬ 
pressing effect, and have given the veg¬ 
etarians great delight. It may always

The President’s Way. 

The President's activities in matters 
belonging clearly within the province 
of the legislative branch of the Gov¬ 
ernment have come to be regarded a* 
mat tors of course. 

It i* fresh In tho public mind how 
frequently fhe Washington dispatches 
told of conferences at the White House 
between the President and members 
of the Congress regarding the Railroad 
BUI. Hardly a day passed during the 
perltxl extending from the first mention 
of such legislation to the enactment of 
the measure Itself Into law that the 
Chief Executive did not "summon" 
Somebody to the Executive Mansion to 
hear some arguments, persuasion or 
threats on the subject. The same is 
true of various other public measures 
tlmt Imve come to the front tu the past 
few years. 

The present activity pf the Presi¬ 
dent Is in relation to an amendment to 
tlie Agricultural Bill, which Is to pro¬ 
vide for a rigid Inspection of packing 
houses and their products. Instead of 
allowing hi* message to the Congress, 
with the so-called report which ac¬ 
companied It, to serve, he proceeds to 
get right Into th© midst of the wheel© 
of legislation himself. Instead of rec¬ 
ommending the law and allowing the 
lawmakers to consider the matter uml 
evolve th© inoasure from their own 
minds and sense of responsibilities, to 
do which is their duty a a the people’s 
representatives, he combines with his 
role as th© administrator of laws that 
of a maker. His letter to Representa¬ 
tive Wadsworth Illustrate* to what do- 
tslls of legislation his activities extend. 
It also shows, Incidentally, as has been 
adroitly pointed out by Mr. Wadsworth, 
how mistaken he can be as to the facts 
over which he make* ©o grenf an ado. 

Naturally, any Administration Is In¬ 
terested In seeing Us policies made ef¬ 
fectual by tho enactment of necessary 
Jaws. Personal pride and ambition, re¬ 
gard for party expediency and consid¬ 
eration of the public good—this la men¬ 
tioned last because usually It la i 
least of the motives—induct a Pr. ii- 
dcht to Initiate certain m L^ur.s and 
lay them in due form bdor: trie two 
Houses of the Congress. The Constitu¬ 
tion expressly charges him with the 
duty of giving them from time to time

been making the most of the recent 
Packlngiown literature, not so much 
from trade rivalry as from a disposi¬ 
tion to hold themselves up ns the flow¬ 
er of morn! force, greatly superior to 
other people.

There has 
been a distinct Improvement In relations 
between England and America, but the 
Bril I eh press has not been able to rid 
Itself of the offensive tone of superior¬ 
ity which habit has made second na¬ 
ture. Hence the tilings said about 
American meats are eogerly repeated 
and commented on with asperity. 

Such a course has Its dangers, as the 
British papers have realised. It w*aa 
not long before It was said in reply that 
the practices ailegd against Chicago 
were fully duplicated In the British 
Isles, but such assertions were received 
with 1ncredullt3* or contempt. Just at 
that time, however, a sanitary Inspector 
of Camberwell, a suburb of London, 
came out with a story of horrible 
abuses. Here Is a synopsis of a part 
of his report. 

-The Inspector say* It wn* 
shown recently that a Arm engaged 
In manufacturing tinned •delicacies* such 
as potted chicken and tongue, had ac¬ 
quired a large quantity of old tinned meat 
und had worked It over with other ms- 
tern*],* In circumstances too loathsome to 
detail Thousand* of tins of putrefying 
and poisonous meat tvere seized from this 
Arm. 

“The Inspector alleges that large quan¬ 
tities of dl*eased meat are brought from 
the country nnd sold In London con¬ 
stantly. nnd Instance* a number of coee* 
of meal from cows which hnd died from 
Uu 0 *r flnd'ng Its way to London butchers’ 
shop* Th© Inspector says that even the 
London slaughter-house butcher*. In spite 
inspectors, manage* to slaughter 


of the 

nnd put on the market the carcasses of 
tuberculous and other rlineosed animal*, 
and that all sorts or refuse and dirty 
scraps are put into London-made sau- 
aago** ^ 

- 'Recently.* say* the Inspector. *! 
found lit a Jam factory a collection of 
dried raJsins tilled with ants and other 
Insects, rotten apple pulp, orange pe#|, 
some filthy macaroni, a lot of blown 
llns of apricots, nnd other refuge bought 
from grocers* shop* a* unfit for food. 
It amounted to nine Itandredweight In 
all. and was being treated ami mado into 
Jam." 

The Inspector also halted a confec¬ 
tioner who had a case of egg*. Even’ 
one of them was rotten. They were 
not there by accident or mistake, but 
in pursuance of a regular system. Many 


District Attorney Jerome, of New 
York, in a recent interview charged 
that the Missouri boodle prosecutions 
brought the law Into disrepute and did 
no good.

Some of the cases were reversed, 
but not all. Six men charged with bri¬ 
bery were landed in the penitentiary, 
while others are still fugitives." This 
disposes of Mr. Jerome’s allegations In 
a very few words, and adds to the se¬ 
ries of mortifications to which he has 
been of late subjected. Gov. Folk, how¬ 
ever, does not limit his reply to a refu¬ 
tation of the misrepresentation made 
by Mr. Jerome, but Injects into It a 
little sound philosophy regarding such 
reforms as he has effected In St. Louis, 
and Mr. Jerome has failed to effec\ 
in New York. "The benefits," he adds, 
in concluding hia brief reply, "of a cru¬ 
sade against rrlraes of this nature can¬ 
not be measured by the number of 
men put In stripes. The awakening of 
the public conscience to the necessity 
of stamping out the ofTense that strikes 
at the heart of free government was 
the main thing accomplished." When 
Mr. Jerome succeeds In awakening the 
publia conscience of New York, as 
Gov. Folk, while occupying a similar 
position as a prosecutor of crime, did 
in Missouri, it will be time for him to 
turn critic. For the present he Is In 
no position to criticise the great work 
of Gov. Folk and its far-reaching cf- 
fedts, while New York so »adly shows 
the need of a public prosecutor of the 
same fearlessness and capacity. 

David Lubln. of California, who 
cams Into notice borne years ago 
a* the advocate of export boun¬ 
ties on agricultural staple*, later 
became the adviser of the King of 
Italy In a scheme to rehabilitate the 
agriculture of the world. On Saturday 
he. along with the California Senators, 
saw the President In the Interest of a 
treaty to have our country take part 
In nn international estimate of the 
world’s crop of grain each year. We 
have had so much trouble with our 
own estimates of our crop of grain 
that the prospect* of the correctness of 
an international estimate arc not very 
enlivening. Governments wit! continue 
to give their estimate*, but private 
dealers will largely depend upon other 
sqprces of Information, which are gen¬ 
erally better than those of the Govern¬ 
ment*.

POLICE KEEP CLOSE WATCH. 


\\ ith but few exceptions Ixiutsvific, 
so fnr as the sale of liquor I* concern¬ 
ed. was dry yesterday. Only three 
cases of ulleged violations of the Sun¬ 
day saloon -closing law were reported 
to MaJ. Patrick Kldgc. Acting Chief of 
Police. One saloon man was arrested, 
and the other two cases who wore re¬ 
tail ted will be proceeded against. Noth¬ 
ing but soft drink* were sold at the 
parks, and the hotels served drinks. 
onl> with regular meals. MuJ. Ridge 
said last night that hi* men hud been 
Instructed to keep a close lookout for 
persons attempting to sell liquor on 
Sunday, nnd that he was well pleased 
with their work, but MuJ. Utdge said 
that u number toere attempting to 
evade the law by Inviting regular 
customer* to their living rooms, up¬ 
stairs over their place* of business, 
nnd selling liquor there. The police 
have not the right to Invade a man’s 
private apartments unless they Havo 
undisputed evidence that the law Is be- j 
Ing transgressed. 

In addition lo the arrest of Michael | 
Seymour, who conducts a saloon on i 
Jackson street, between Main und Mar¬ 
ket streets, charged with selling liquor! 
on Sunday. MaJ. Ridge received re- | 
ports against D. Doyle, who has a sn- | 
loon nt Eleventh and Main afreets, and 
Thomas Willis, who conducts a. saloon | 
at Tenth and Dumesnil streets. It Is 
alleged rhat these two men were guilty 
of serving drinks In their private liv¬ 
ing rooms. MuJ. Ridge said lust night 
that he did not know Just how these 
two men would be proceeded against, 
hut he rather thought an attempt 
would be made to bring Indictments 
against them before the grand Jury.

rnortAl anils. The Gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ meet* the soul of man as a 
poor perishing wanderer In life* 
ness, and lead* him to the fountain of 
Uvtng waters 

The text teaches us the universality of 
the Gospel. The Savior died for nil, and 
our Heavenly Father Is willing to save 
all. He ha* no pleoauro In the death of 
ft sinner. If we are not saved It is our 
own fault- Christ purclumed our salva¬ 
tion with His own precious blood, but to 
us it ts offered frucly. “without money 
and without price.”

The 
saloon men who are obeying tho law' 
are not going to remain quiet when 
they hear of a competitor who is sell¬ 
ing liquor on Sunday. A saloon man 
may succeed in evading the law for 
several Hundays, bur In the end he will 
be caught. 

"Those who have moved sideboards 
Into their fixing rooms, and are sell¬ 
ing on Sunday are exercising the 
greatest care. They ndmlt only men 
who are regular customers and who 
they think wifi not ‘squeel.’ ”

Only Soft Drinks At Parks, 

All the parks yesterday were well 
patronised, but nothing stronger than 
coca-cola could be purchased. Lum 
Blmons, of River View Park, said last 
night that he had “cut out” the sale of 
Intoxicants on Sunday and would con 
tlnue to obey the law for all time to 
corne, 

M»*n who have been In the habtt of 
Imbibing on Sunday, and who forgot 
to lay In a supply of liquid refresh¬ 
ment* Saturday night, made the rounds 
of many of the downtown saloons yes¬ 
terday and last night, but without suc¬ 
cess. They next turned their attention 
to the hotels, thinking that they might 
be served with a drink by the purchase 
of a sandwich. Agnln they were dis¬ 
appointed. and only those fortunate 
enough to have the confidence of the 
ralnon men alleged to be violating the 
law by the sale of liquor In their prl- 
svle h part merits were successful In 
their quest for liquid refreshments.

watch the saloons of those places closer 
than ever.

Few arrest* were made yesterday, and 
It Is becoming a raro thing for n man 
to be arrested on the Sabbath day on 
the charge of Intoxication. Before the 
Sunday closing law went Into effect. 
1»oth sides of the Jail alate were geucr- 
ftlly filled with the names of men 
charged with drunk nnd disorderly 
conduct. The saloon'men and those 
who have been In the habit of loafing 
aboqt the saloon on Sunday are fast 
i becoming accustomed to the new order 
’ of things, and the police are having 
far less trouble than they anticipated. 

SALOONKEEPER ARRESTED. 

Mike Seymour Charged With Selling 
Liquor On Sunday. 

Mike Seymour, who conducts & sa¬ 
loon at 316 Jackson street, was arrest¬ 
ed yesterday morning by Patrolmen 
Ford and Rush for keeping open hi* es¬ 
tablishment for th* sale of liquor on 
Sunday.

One of the negroes who was In the 
place at the time of the arrest said that 
Seymour was not selling drinks, but w as 
showing his hospitality by giving them 
away to hla regular customers.

ROAD NEARLY FINISHED. 

New Line Will Enter Birmingham 
From Atlanta. 

Birmingham, Ala.. June 17.—ISpo- 
rlal.j—It Is learned upon reliable au¬ 
thority that the promoter# of the At¬ 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic rail¬ 
road #y#tcm expect to have their line 
fin tailed and trains running to Birming¬ 
ham by late next spring or early next 
summer. The new road Is being rap¬ 
idly graded from It# present terminus, 
near the Georgia-Alabama line, west¬ 
ward. and It I* said that the project 
a# a \vho)c is one of the most Im¬ 
portant railroad enterprises ever un¬ 
dertaken In the South, although com¬ 
paratively little has been said of It. 
The Atlanta. Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad Is the reorganization of the 
old Brunswick nn»l Birmingham rpud. 
which failed while It was building an 
nlr line from Brunswick. On . on the 
Atlantic roust, to Birmingham, and 
after Ihe road had been completed 
ftom Brunswick northwestward almost 
to the Alabama line. The present, bark¬ 
ers are H. M Atkinson and asuoclate#. 
of Atlanta, and th«* Old Colony Trust 
Company of Boston, which latter con¬ 
cern Is understood to be financing the 
undertaking Their plan Is not only to 
complete the new air line from deep 
water at Brunswick to the coal und 
iron field# of Alabama, but also to 
build another rond between Birming¬ 
ham and Atlanta, by constructing a 
branch from their main line, near Wo- 
dower, Ala., to Atlanta. This will make 
three lines of railroad between thl* 
city and Atlanta, and will glva the new 
system ns a whole about *00 mile* of 
road. At present the grader# .ire rap¬ 
idly approaching Talladega. A few day# 
ago the new road bought from th * 
Louisville and Nashville a twenty-five 
mile line from Talladega to Pyrlton for] 
9640, 000 , for the purpu#e of utilising it 
ns part of Its main tine. 

The route from Talladega in Bir¬ 
mingham will be by the way nf P»*l- 
hurn. Helena and Bessemer, thus ap¬ 
proaching Birmingham from the south, 
and saving the expense of huvlng to 
construct a separate road to th»* Besse¬ 
mer district, which 1 * a large Iron pro¬ 
ducer The surveyors are now com¬ 
pleting the final surveys, und It Is snld 
they show that the new company will 
hn\e a line to Atlanta almost ns short 
as either of the other line#, and will 
have by far the meat direct route to 
{Atlantic deep water. Part of tho gen¬ 
eral project, which has just be* orre 
known. Is to establish a now line of 
stcirner* from Brunswick t«» Eastern 
ports, and M I# said that already four 
steamer*—heavy freighter#—have al¬ 
ready been ordered built. #o a* to be¬ 
gin operating them next year when 
the now road 1 # opined to Birming¬ 
ham.

DAMAGED BY FIRE. 


WAREHOUSE OF MONTENEGRO- 
RIEHM MUSIC CO. 


Many Pisnos Scorched Or Ruined. 
Entailing Lose of Several 
Thousand Dollars. 


The warehouse of the M*>ntene^ro- 
Rlehm ICtisIc Company,, In the rmr of 
the store. 628 Fourth avenue, way dam¬ 
aged by firw yesterday afternoon, which 
for a time threatened the afore and the 
adjoining building** and stable*. The 
flame# were discovered at 2:20 o’clock 
shooting across the alley botwtbn 
Fourth avenue and Fifth street and 
Walnut ami Chestnut streets.

A second alarm wiu» sent In by As¬ 
sistant Chief Rutherford, who bid ar¬ 
rived oil the scene No. 1 hook un-1 
bidder company and engine companies 
Nos. 7 and 8 soon responded. Several 
streams of water were directed on the 
flames. The stable* aermu the alley 
began to blase, and several horse* be¬ 
longing to the Montenegro-Rirhm Com¬ 
pany In the stuble In the rear of 613 
Fifth street wen* tcscued with diffi¬ 
culty. After a half hour's hard work 
the flames* were ext i tig pished.. ' 

The tinmuge la estimated at several 
thousand dollars.

MOST IMPORTANCE. 


SPECULATION IS UNCERTAIN. 


Chicago. June 17 -The Juno 1 Gov¬ 
ernment crup report indicating that Ihc 
total yield of gpring and winter v. ht‘jt 
will he In exret of that of n year a«<», 
did not hinder a lively market and a 
bull movement the latter part of the 
week. The trade Rives a» murh credit 
as usual to the figures of the Agri¬ 
cultural Department, hut a largo part 
of It la of the opinion that much dam¬ 
age has been done alnce the first of 
the month—damage that the report 
could not have taken cognizance of. 
The strength or wheat, however, was 
partly due to the buoyancy In the corn 
and oats pit*, the cosine grains having 
lively inning* on account of complaint* 
of dry weather. 

It la hardly to he doubted that there 
has been material deterioration In win¬ 
ter wheat since June 1. and that, un- 
Iff* the outlook for spring wheat shall 
continue excellent during the rest of 
the “making season, the 1906 crop 
will show a falling off as compared with 
It* predecofwnr. It wa* significant that 
speculative circles were enlarged dur¬ 
ing, the latter part of the week by out¬ 
side business. Men who are close to 
the wheat fields and who speculate In 
a small way. and very cautiously got 
into the market In a way that suggest¬ 
ed they were convinced of a good deal 
of actual damage. From them the ur¬ 
ban speculator took hls # cue with the 
result that on Friday there was a big 
Jump In the price of wheat. 

• • « 

Anxiety In Europe. 

There were higher markets abroad on 
the strength of the fact that shipments 
from Argentine showed a big decrease. 
Manitoba did not come up to expecta¬ 
tions in her offerings. For once there 
was a feeling of anxiety In European 
market*—an emotion that ha* been 
conspicuous by Its absence nearly all 
year. Then there were urgent sUuies 

• •f crop damage In Nebraska and 
Northern Kansas. Th*** regions com¬ 
plained of too much dry weather. Other 
spots were satisfied with the ItnOttflt 
of rain but saw Injury and retardation 
to the development of wheat In the 
coo! weather. 

In the midst of the animation there 
were discouraging features. Europe 
may have shown some concern about 
future supplies, but her concern did 
not extend to the point of opening her 
pockotbook and buying American 
wheat. There is as yet no sign of an 
outlet in that quarter for whatever 
surplus there is here to dispose of. 
Rtncks of wheat are decreasing. It I* 
true, but there Is still much grain to 
be carried over. The flour business is 
not such as delights the heart of the 
uililer or the farmer. 

• • • 

Surplus Not So Great. 

There Is an Interesting statistical 
study of possibilities In the Southwest— 
Texas and Oklahoma. Both of thee:; 
States are ••touted” to raise much more 
wheat than they produced a year ago. 
hut It Is contended by some observers 
of event* that the surplus there will 
not be so large as the casual onlooker 
would suppose. It Is even declared In 
Home quarters that practically all of 
the wheat south of Kansu* will be ab¬ 
sorbed by the millers. The contend¬ 
ers for this theory point to the immense 
colonisation movement and the immi¬ 
gration to that region, saying the addi¬ 
tional population will consume a great 
deal In excess of past years. 

It Is an Interesting subject, and one 
which emphasises a fact that has been 
patent all year— that the trade has rath¬ 
er lost Its bearings on the consumptive 
capacity of the United States. This 
seem* to be ns true of com as of wheat 
and oats. Plausible argument 1 m found 
for the prediction that wheat around 
eighty cent* 1 * not high, and will not 
be hllgh. let the weather condition* the 
met of the crop year he what they may. 

Whatever cool weather may do to 
com, it I# not generally considered that 
cool weather In June Is a bad thing 
for wheat. On the contrary, many a 
farmer holds to the view that reason¬ 
ably cool days and night* make for 
the best possible development of wheat 
berries. 

It Is somewhst futile to talk of spring 
wheat at this season a* a flnality. hut 
present condition* In the Northwest 
favor the crop There t* leas com¬ 
plaint of excessive moisture. Many 
thing* may Intervene In the spring 
w-heat country b et we e n ihl* and the 
middle of August.

Farmer Not To Be Deceived. 

Dnleu** there Is a panic In Wall street 

* tumble In stocks and * general fear 
of something dread to happen |p the 
flnam-lal world. It la hardly likely that 
the availability of the new winter 
wheat crop for marketing a few weeks 
hence will bring about a stampede to 
sell grain The farmer of the day In 
the West Is too well po|**d to he awept 
off hi* feet The spirit of repression 
and the disposition to wait which h iv# 
been part of hts commercial conduct 
the past year probably will he carried 
over into a new crop year. At least 
he will no| he panic-stricken until the 
sister crop In the Northwest and i’an- 
ada show** sign* of superior excellence 
in quality and quantity. 

Com had nearly all the elements 
that go to make a strong market. There 
was dry weather over a large area of 
the surplus-producing State* There 
was a falling off of nearly 1 , 000,000 
bushel* in the shipments from the Ar¬ 
gentine and a higher line of Liverpool 
cable* as a sequel. Offerings by the 
farmer* and the country dealers were 
light The combination boosted prlcei 
s> quickly and so much that cash busi¬ 
ness censed for the time being. Drouth 
In Nebraska and Kansas wa« the im¬ 
portant weather factor In the market. 
Rome traders see evidence of unnattinl 
animation In corn and they attribute 
It to too much ‘ free alcohol.” There 
Is something in that, hut long before 
the free alcohol law became a fact th' 
»mo kind of buoyancy was manifest 
Forecast* of heavy receipts rnntlnu# 
daily, only to be discredited by the 
facts. The movement quickens now 
and again, but there the phenomenon 
ends. Nor is the shrewd students of 
the broad situation forgetting that corn 
will have to make up largely for the 
assured deficiency In oats

Confirm* Trade View.

A higher quality uf new Burley 
w*a auctlonorl than for **'rhe wrek* anl th* 
condition showed decided Improvement. Th»r« 
wa* gyM.nl competttluo for some of the dark 
grade* and satisfactory price* were realtae-t 
General rain* during the week stimulated 
planting, and in the Clarksville and Hopkins- 
vtlle district* thl* work Is about finished. Good 
headway wa* made tn the oiher districts, and 
it l* estimated that 83 to 00 per cent of th* 
Intended crop I* now planted. 

The quality of tho new Burley offerings 
higher than fur some lime, with a decided 
improvement In condition. There was almost 
an alwrmc* of colory grade*. Irregularity ruled 
for common red smoker* and fillers. Ormnrw 
characterised red tip*, common and medium 
red leaf and an easier tone was noted for red 
leaf. Activity and strength prevailed for all 
th* colory grade*. Unchanged price* ruled f^r 
the old Burley offering*, which were of low 
grades. 

The quality of the new dark offered was 
not up to that of !a*t ntrk Then* wo* a 
good demand fur lug*, of which there was a 
scarcity. Last week » pru <* held flitn for all 
grade* of leaf. t>f the old dark nfDrsd there 
were 73 hogsheads of unfired f*nnem*J dark 
leaf and lugs suitable for cigar purpo***. which 
elicited brisk bidding, and former prices wvr 
realised There were no Green rivers put on 
tho auction block. 

Kales of leaf tobacco by auction for the week 
amounted to l.i>71 hogshead* and pi Hate sale* 
to 281. th* total being 1.772. as compared with 
3.166 for th* corresponding week last year and 
J.UOti two years ago. Th- tola' sale* since Jan¬ 
uary 1 have amounted to 86,7M hogsheads, and 
compare* with 7tMH8 for th«* corrwspondtng pe¬ 
riod In 1006. Burley sale* for the week totaled 
784 hogsheads, uf which 13 were old crop*. 
The *alr« of dark were ftU8 hog»hr4d». old 
crop* amounting to H>6. Th* week * rejection* 
were 128 hngxhcads. or 10 per cent, of th* saB* 
at unotion. Thv rejections since January l 
have amounted to O.iiW. Receipt* for th* week 
were 1.666, and sine© January l they hav© 
amounted to 64,616.
